JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

We have received no files of newspapers direct from Yoko- 
hama by the present mail. We take the following extracts from 
Shanghai and Hong Kong journals. 

Some influential and well-informed Japanese, who have lately 
come from the South, say it is the general impression that, in 
spite of the great preparations made by the Tycoon, and Choshiu 
and Satsuma, there are hopes of an understanding being come 
to without a resort to arms. The following is a translation of 
a circular sent round by the Japanese Government, calling for 
money to defray the charges of the present expedition :— 

70 THE HEADMEN (OF at erry). seine 

For some years the expense of protecting the coasts, and also of repair~ 
ing and building the Tycoon’s palaces, eres that ‘acurred during the 
last three years (in which the Tycoon has been twice to Kioto to visit the 
Mikado) has been very great. But now he is again about to leave 
Yedo upon an expedition requiring more money than ever. There- 
fore :— 

Let it be known in Yedo, Osaca, and all the provinces belonging to 
the Tycoon, tbat they must give to him as mach as they can. And, 
particularly, tell the merchants of Yedo, who are always with the Tycoon, 
and whose presence renders their business more safe and very mnch larger 
than is the case of the other provinces, and who, although they so profit 
largely by him, do nothing for him in return, they ought. to provide a 
portion of the profits they have been making for so long a time. 

‘Tho circurastances are now different to those formerly existing. The 
Tycoon, really, has not money in anticipation of the present case. So 
inform the merchants and shopkeepers that they must provide as much as 
they can. And order the headmen [every five or six houses in Yedo has 
such an officer] to write out the names of contributors and the amounts 
they give, and send in the writing to Tachi Chimo. It isto be hoped that all 
will give their utmost, but let these headmen (of five or six houses) know 








. | that if they do not exert themselves ia persuading all to give liberally they 


will be punished. 
P.S, This money shall be paid back in ten year, by instalments of so 
much a year—or so much a month—from neat year. Let this be ex- 
plained to every one.

¥-| Emperor of the French. H.I.M.’s troop ship Sarthe brought 


out no less than sixteen 12 pounder rifle guns, with ammuni- 
tion and naval carriages complete. They were not sent as a 
present, but the charge made for them was only about equal to 
the cost of the metal. They were of course delivered free of 
freight or any extra charge. 

The Japanese agents of the Tycoon bad left fcr Europe. 
They are six in number, and the Herald trusts that the com- 
mercial spirit thus evidenced may speedily show itself 
throughout all Nipon. The thin edge of the wedgo being now 
inserted, we feel assured large effects will speedily follow. 

NAGASAKL 

A correspondent, writing under date of the 30th June, fur- 
nishes us with the following additional details regarding the 
late outrage at that port. It appears that Mr. Smith, late of 
Shanghai, was standing at the gateway in front of his houso 
when he saw a Japanese with a double-handed sword at the 
corner of the street, talking in an excited manner to a China- 
man. ‘Turning round suddenly he saw Mr. Smith, and imme- 
diately advanced towards him at a steady pace, but with a 
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threatening manner. Mr. Smith took little notice of what 
was going on, but when the native was within a few paces of 
him, he was horrified to seo him draw his sword and make a 
sweeping cut at him. As he was partly within the gate posts 
the cut took no effect, when finding himself totally unarmed, 
and remembering that his room was locked, he ran towards the 
Royal Hotel, hotly chased by his assailant. Fortunately, as 
the ruffian was in the actof making another blow, a dog be- 
longing to Mr. Smith flew at him, and fastened on to his leg. He 
stopped to cut the dog down, but the animal, true to his instinct, 
held on until he had received three horrible wounds on his 
back, Mr. Smith got safely into the hotel, where he met a 
Japanese whom he begged to come out and see what was goiug 
on. When they came into the compound they found that 
the man had disappeared, and Smith seized the opportunity of 
getting his revolver. While doing so he heard a thud, as of a 
heavy cut, followed by agroan. ‘This proceeded from the un- 
fortunate coloured man, Wiiliam Henry, barkeeper of “The 
Royal,” who, hearing the disturbance, had run to see what the 
matter was, and was met by the Japanese, who, without a 
moment’s warning, inflicted a cut of about seven inches in 
length upon his head. As soon as he had done this the 
Japanese ran away, but a moment afterwards a yell was heard 
from the next street, and it was found that a Chinaman em- 
ployed on board the Australian had received a severe blow 
across his face. Itis much to be regretted that Smith, who was 
now armed with arifle and revolver, did not give chase and shoot 
the Japanese, down before any further mischief was done. Being, 
however, a stranger in the place he hardly knew what to do. 
Meanwhile the Japanese, seeing that no ono followed him, 
pursued his course, and next wounded two Chinese employed 
in Alt and Co.’stea-firing establishment, and two others belonging 
to the Axstralian. Messrs. Maltby and Colthrop, who were 
returning from a walk, while going through the narrow passage 
which leads from the native town to the foreign quarter, were 
astonished to meet the same infuriated individual with a drawn 
sword held in both hands perpendicularly before him. These 
geutleman passed without molestation, when suddenly a China- 
man with a frightful wound on his right arm ran up and said, 
“You seo that man have makee cutty my.” The Japanese, 
hearing the loud voice behind, looked round, but seeing that 
the party were determined to make a stand, ho sheathed 
his weapon and ran into the native town. Lucklessly, 
neither Mr, Maltby nor Mr. Colthrop was armed, so 
that it was vain for them to pursue him, The wounded were 
at once taken on board the Barossa, and a party of Marines were 
landed to patrol the settlement. On the 14th June, the British 
Consul and Capt. Boys, R.N., had au interview with the Governor 
of Nagasaki. ‘'heyendeavoured to impress him with the necessity 
of having the culprit arrested and punished. The opportunity 
was also taken of proving how utterly useless are the guard- 
houses which have been placed round the settlement since 
Septeruber 1564, nominally with the purpose of looking after 
foreign interests, but really for the purpose of spying. The 
Governor bad intended to pay a visit on board the Barossa 
on the 12th, but in consequence of this sad affair begged 
to be permitted to postpone it until the 16th. Capt. Boys, how- 
ever, informed him that he had better again postpone it until 
he had arrested and punished the culprit. The Governor 
promised to do all in his power, and signified his intention of 
punishing the soldiers at the guard-houses who had taken no 
steps to seize the assassin, although a Chinaman had been eat 
down only a few yards from one of the seutry-boxes. The 
name and residence of the culprit are known, He lives at a 
village near Mongy, and is not a Yakonin, as at first reported, 
but an ordinary rowdy. Soveral police officers have been put 
on his track, but up to the present nothing is known as to his 
whereabuuts, 

‘The Prince of Fizen paid a visit to the settlement a few days 
ago. Ile culled first on Messrs. Glover and Co., with whom 
he breakfasted, thence he went to the English Consulate, and 
subs: quently ed Mr. French. He seemed much pleased 
with European “fashion,” aud more especiaily with European 
chowckow, Two days afterwards he called ou bvard the 
cross where he was received with all the honours paid to a 
European prince of corresponding rank. He remained on 
board for a considerable time, aud lunched with Captain Boys, 
after which he witnessed the naval exercise. The Barrosa 
hoisted the Prince’s flag, and fired a salute of fifteen guns, 
which was immediately returned by one of the forts.

H.MS. Leopard arrived on the morning of the 37th, and 
was to have left on the lst July, The Governor of Nagasaki 
paid an official visit to Sir Harry Parkes on his arrival. 

Messrs. Norton and Hughes and Mr. Kelly, of the Barossa, 
have signalized themselves by a daring pull in an outrigger 
from Nagasaki to the wreck of the Satsuma, a distance of 
about twelve miles, They started at 3 p.m., and returned at 5 
o'clock on the following morning, having taken about two hours 
to pull each way. 

The following is from Messrs. Alt and Co.'s Circular: 

Iuponts,—We have again to report a very small business in imports 
during the past month. Prices of all plain cotton goods are lower, and, 
with the exception of 8} lb. Grey Shirtings, in little demand. Dyed 
Brocades are in good demand at quotations. Chintzes, with the excep- 
tion of very favourite patterns, remain dull of sale, and Turkey Red Cam- 
brics are without change. Considerable arrivals of Camlets has checked, 
for atime, business in this staple, but for most other woollen goods a fair 
is. Long Ells, 12 lbs. all scarlet, are still wanted at quota- 
tions. Figured Orleans are saleable at{$7.60, and for favourite assort- 
ments $8.50 is offered. Metals continue dull of sale without improvement 
in prices. For Flat Bar Iron there is a small demand. 

xPORTS.—Under this head business has been equally restricted, ope- 
rations having been chiefly confined to barter transactions. Supplies of 
produce are not large. In Vegetable Wax a sruall business has been done 
at $10 to $10.50 per picul. Tobacco and Galls have been in limited 
supply. In Cotton nothing has been done. Tea: We have as yet 00 
transactions to report in this season’s leaf; prices required by the holders 
of parcels now on offer are almost on a par with last year's, but we look 
for the opening of the market shortly at a considerable reduction on last 
season’s rates, Small quantities of old import are taken for Shanghai 
market at about previous rates. Stocks: Ordini to medium sorts 
about 1,500 piculs. Fine: None to be had. Silk: No arrivals, 

Excuance.—On London six months 4s, 6d. On Hong Kong, nothing 
doing. Bills on Shanghai, fifteen days have been sold at par. Ichiboos 
256 per $100. 

FxeicHts—To London nominally £4; to Shanghai $3 to $3.50; to 
Hong Kong $5. Vessels loading: For London, none.

CHINA. A 
Prine. 


Prince Kung is now totally unconnected with any depart 
ment of State except the Foreign Board. The Queen Regent” 
(whether tho young Emperor’s mother or the late Emperor's 
first wife is not known) is said to transact the business of the 
State personally, and to do so with much more than the 
average of male ability. She is not, of course, visible to 
foreigners, and to few, if any, Chinese courtiers. 

The rebels had approached within some 200 miles of the 
capital (not 100 miles as previously stated). They are a some- 
what formidable body, consisting of (1) the Nyen-fei, (2) a 
body of Taepings, (3) the Mahomedan rebels, and certain other 
non descript filchers, all massed together, and amounting in 
numbers to about 300,000, only a tenth part of them being 
properly armed in European frshion. They have been “turned 
back” it is true, but their career must be one of devastation 
for a long time to come.

From this port our latest date is the 15th of July. The 
English Mail of the 26th of May had been delivered there on 
the 11th July. 7 

There still seems to be some doubt (says the North China 
Herald) as to whether Burgevine has in‘reality been handed over 
to the Chinese authorities at Soochow. Careful inquiries made 
in that city have failed to elicit any information as to his 
whereabouts, although the demand for his rendition made by 
the American authorities did not produce any assertion of ig- 
norance as to his whereabouts, Some three weeks had elapsed. 
since he left Foochow on his overland trip to Soochow, and we 
can well imagine the privations and hardships which he is pro- 
bably suffering at the hands of his captors. However culpable 
he may be, and we indeed can find no excuse for bis quad- 
rupled treachery, we can hardly realise without a shudder the 
treatment to which his custodiaus probably subject him. It 
seems to beas yet a moot point whether the Chinese will give 
him up, or whether they may not take the law into their own 
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hands, and either punish him after the form of a trial, or put 
him out of the way without even that empty farce, 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Saancual, July 15, 1865. 

You will doubtless have heard before this of the electric 
telegraph Mr, Reynolds has been constructing to the Beacon, 
and that one morning just at its completion, some three weeks 
ago, all the posts were found to have been cut down and des- 
troyed the previous night. Mr, Reynolds laid his complaint 
before H.B.M.’s Consul, who represented the matter to the 
Teoutai, demanding tae punishment of the offenders, and 
urging that compensation was due to the owner of the property 
destroyed; 

The reply of his Excellency was made on the 5th instant, 
and being as a specimen of Celestial impudence and contempt 
of the “Redhaired barbarians” unrivalled, I cannot resist 
sending it to you at length. 

H.E. tax Taovtat, To H.M.’s Consut. 
Suanoual, 5th July, 1865. 
Ia reply to H.M.'s. Consul concerning the telegraph established by 
Mr. Reynolds, and pulled down by the country people, the Taoutai begs 
to state that he ordered the Shanghai Heen and Chwan Sha Ting to re- 
port upon the circumstances. The substance of their report was that their 
police could only discover that the posts were standing one night and next 


morning were found to have been pulled down ;—who did it they could 
not find out. 


Just as they were sending this report, a petition came in {from the 
country people, stating that the posts were prejudicial to the Feng-shui of 
the place, and that one person had already fallen sick and died without 
any apparent cause, and imploring the magistrate to request the Taoutai 
to communicate with the Foreign Consuls, and find out the person who 
had put up the posts, that he might be called upon to give compensation 
for the life lost (or to give his life for the life lost). 

On the above report the Taoutai reports that there is no doubt that the 
man who died must have died because the Feng- was injured; Mr. 
Reynolds benefiting himself at the cost of others; but as there was no 


intention to kill on his part the claim for compensation need not be en- 
tertained. 


But at the same time he never applied to H. M.'s Consul to obtain per- 
mission of the Imperial Commissioner through the Taout it disre- 
garded the treaty in putting up the telegraph, thus casting a slight on the 
authority of H.M.’s Consul, and the Tavutai would leave it to H.M.’s 
Consul to make him answer for his actions. He (the Taoutai) has nothing 
to do with it. As regards the people pulling down the telegraph without 
first presenting a petition stating that it interfered with the Feng-shui, they 
should of course be punished, and the Taoutai will cause further investiga- 
tion on the subject. 


H.M.'s Consul asks the Taoutai to give permission tohave the telegraph 
re-established, but the Taoutai really has not the power to doso. He can 
only memorialise the Imperial Commissioner and ask his permission. 
‘When he receives a reply he will further communicate with the Consul on 
the subject. Translated by Cras, CaBRoLt. 


Your readers will at once ask who or what is the Feng- 
shui? I must candidly acknowledge it is difficult to determine 
accurately. Our friend of the Haymarket, Lord Dundreary, 
might traly say of it, “it’s a thing no feller can understand.” 
I am rather inclined to the opinion that the Feng-shui bears a 
likeness to a very old acquaintance of ours, a strong} family 
resemblance to that extraordinary and dreaded visitor of our 
pinafore days, with a respect for whose powers we were duly im- 
pressed by our kindintelligent nurses, the terrific Bogey. Asmany 
of your readers may be dissatisfied with this explanation of the 
Feng-shui, I hasten to place before them another. Ihave copied 
from a local journal, “ What is it! The Chinese themselves, 
there is reason to believe, have but an imperfect knowledge of 
the subject. To somo it may be much, to others it may be 
nothing. It is an idiosynerasy strong or feeble according to the 
state of the geomancer’s bowels. Fung-shwuey in the native 
character significs wind and water. Dr. Morrison describes it 
as a kind of geomancy deduced from the climate, the aspect of 
buildings, doors, graves, and so on, and in further illustration 
of its meaning gives addenda of the words koo-hwo, signifying 
“ befooled by the wind and water-superstition.” Dr, Williams’ 
definition of Fung-shwuey is terser still. He gives it simply 
as geomanoy ; one of the four branches into which Dr. John- 
son says Divination is divided, namely, hydro-pyro-acro and 
geomancy.” 

With this introduction of the Feng-shui I leave H.E. the 
Taoutai’s letter to speak for itself, observng only that his 
report that the men who cut down the posts could not be 
found, is a falsehood, the country people stating they did it by 
order of their magistrate, the Ting of Chuen-sha, 

Under whatever favouring circumstances Mr, Reynolds laid 
down his telegraph, it is evident by the treaty that he had no 
legal right to do so without pesmission of the Imperial Go- 
vernment ; still the destruction of his property and failure of 
his scheme are much to be regretted. 














{Tho establishment of his enterprise, profitable or otherwise 
it might have proved to him, would have been the introduction 
of the thin end of the wedge, and formed perhaps a nucleus 
to not very distant enlarged telegraphic works. Railroads and 
+ telegraphs—where could be greater safeguards for China against 
rebellion ?—where stronger levers to lift a land so 
teeming, industrious, and fertile to peace, prosperity, and 
strong Government? That the Imperial Government 
should be blind and imbecile enough not to recognise 
these facts—that they should fail to sea how by 
\ the omployment of these two agents their present weak, trea- 
bling authority would grow powerful and nervous may surprise 
those unacquainted with Chinese character, but causes extreme 
vexation, anger, and disgust to others, 

The esoteric authorised destruction of Mr. Reynolds’s tele- 
graph, and the insultingly absurd, open justification of it, 
should be carefully considered by the promoters of Sir McD. 
Stephenson’s scheme in the South, and may be serviceable in 
pointing out some of the rocks in their way. 

The “rowdies,” a term generally applied here to our house- 
less and penniless castaways, scamps, and criminals indiscrimi- 
nately,! have again becn distinguishing themselves by break- 
ing into a native cash shop. On resistance two of the inmates 
were shot, but the alarm being raised, the ruffians made off, pur- 
sued by the police, and after a desperate struggle, freartos being 
freely used on both sides, several were captured and others shot 
down; This event seems to have aroused along dormant philan- 
thropy on the part of H.E. the Taoutai, who, in a circular to 
the consuls, dated 4th July, deplores the state of foreign crime, 
and recognising the causes that have doubtless brought about 
much of it, expresses alarge pity for the villains, “ who”— 
His Excellency picturesquely writes—“as highly principled 
men traversed many myriads of miles, and encountered the 
dangers of raging scas, find themselves unable to acquire a 
competence wherewith to return, and are for many years 
thrown unsupported upon themselves.” After stating that he 
had thought of supplying them with money to help them 
back to their homes, but that the number of claimants for 
such assistance, and the sum of money requisite could not be 
ascertained, he offers, if three thousand dollars would send 
away the entire lot at once, to collect and hand the Consuls 
that amount—provided, he very naively remarks—“ they could 
be prevented coming back again.” 

The document is a curious one, and on a hasty glance is 
creditable to H. E.’s good nature and benevolence. Such, 
however, is far from my appreciation of it. Thefassistance he 
offers, he sagely observes, must depend on the non-return of the 
departed, which to a less subtle brain than a Chinaman’s must 
have demonstrated the impracticability of his suggestion. ‘Lhe 
premium it holds out to the universal brotherhood of crime to 
rush hither must have likewise been obvious to him. 

‘The well known severity—the savage cruelty—of the Chi- 
nese Criminal Code contrasts too strongly with the excessive 
tenderness of His Excellency’s proposed treatment of the 
scoundrels of the “ hated foreigners,” uot to throw some doubt 
on the object of his letter. 

The worthlessness of his suggestion I cannot believe to havo 
been unscen by him, and I take his notification as so much 
soft solder,” slyly laid down for the reception of his letter of 
the Sth instant, which exposes the true nature of Chinese 
lergemindedness and liberality. 

The weather here has not becn stormy, but very wet, and 
for the time of year rather cool than otherwise. The crops 
having suffered from heavy rains, the Shanghai Hien ordered a 
general abstinence from animal food during three days (8th, 
9th, and 10th inst.), and further instructed the faithful and 
obedient to be abstemious in their consumption of rice and 
fish during this time. The propitiation of their infuriated 
Jupiter Pluvius docs seem'to have been effected by the penance, 
the last two days having been dry and very hot. 

By the Reiver’s arrival on the 9th inst. (after a run from Cal- 
cutta, including stoppages at Penang, Singapore, and Hong Kong, 
of twenty days) we had advices from London to 13th June, 
which mails ‘came up,on the 11th inst. per steamer Aden. 
Apropos of the Reiver, on dit that her owner's letters were 
cleverly landed on the night of the 7th inst., though she did 
not arrive here till the 9th. On the 8th silk had risen some 
15tls., but not before a thousand bales had changed hands. 

By the Aden’s mail we heard of late President Davis's capture 
and pending trial. he general feeling among all classes here 
is one of regret, and a strong hope, in which, as far as I can 
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learn, the whole community joins, that the Federal Government 
will not commit so gross an outrage on humanity as to adjudge 
a man, who, by the voice of his fellow citizens, was called to, 
and for no interested and mercenary motives of his own, accept 
the direction of the rebellion. The execution of Jefferson Davis 
would, it is felt here, be little short of murder—a l:sting stain 
and reproach to President Johnson’s Government and the whole 
American nation. 

The Aden brought up Sir. C. Hornby and Judicial Staff, aud 
wwe may sbortly look for a change in our courts here, but as 
yet no official intimation of anything of the kind has been 
made. Touching legal offairs, I am reminded of a curious 
fiature of Chinese law, very important to trading men, which 
has been euunciated before a mixed Court in a suit for breach 
of contract, A Chinaman having bought some goods “ afloat,” 
refused on their arrival to take delivery, aud the English 
merchant who sold them having brought an action against the 
purchaser, it was decided that unless a seller receive bargain 
money from a buyer, any contract is null and void, and when 
bargain money is paid, the claim of a seller, in the event of 
buyer’s non-fulfillment of his contract, does not exceed the 
amount of the bargain money. 

You will have scen by the last mail that another Japanese 
Embassy is on a visit to Europe, accredited, I am given to 
understand, to the English and French Powers, but I was 
unablé to learn of their mission further than that it had a 
politico-military object. 

‘A couple of Satsuma’s men have been living here during the 
last fortnight, whose business seems to be the gathering of in- 
formation generally, and of the construction of docks particu- 
larly. One of them speaks English excellently well, and told 
me he had commanded and taken over to San Francisco in 
1859-60 the yacht Her Majesty presented the Tycoon with at 
the time the Treaty was negotiated by Lord Elgin. This he 
states he did without any previous practical knowledge but 
what he had attained in Yedo through translations of Dutch 
works on steam navigation. 

T attended a horse sale a few days ago, and could not help 
noticing at it the changed toue of this community. The old 
vigor and life seemed collapsed. ‘She competition was slack, 
money appeared scarce, and there were few buyers, A mare 
named “ Miss Mowbray,” which I heard bad formerly been 
bought for 1,000 taels, and once rattled for 1,200 taels, was 
now sold at 215 taels. “ Godolphin,” a handsome little chesnut 
Arab, winner of the 1863 Shanghai Challenge Cup, went for 
65 taels, “ Gorilla,” a steeple chaser, for 50 taels. “Upperhand,” 
awell-known one, fetched 45 tacls. This depreciation in horse- 
flesh marks “ something rotten in the state of Denmark.” 

It may interest former boating men of Shanghai to hear that 
an English eight has been formed. One crew (composed of 
Johnstone Smith, No. 1; B. W. Fellows, No. 2; H. Cope, | 
No. 2; Rev. W. Grey, No. No. 5 not narned ; J, A. Mait- 
land, No. 6 ; E, Whittall, No, 7; A. Dent, stroke ; and W. 
Stout, cox.), went out for the first time on the 5th inst., and 
pulled up the Soochow Creek above the boat-house. A little 
difficulty was experienced turning the sharp bends, but it is 
thought that there is plenty of room on the river for two 
oats. The cights will form a new feature in the next Autumn.

The Asiatic Society held a meeting on the Gth inst., when 
an interesting paper forwarded by the Rev. Mr. Brown, of 
Kanagawa, was read. Jt was a translation of a Japanese 
manuscript, containing an account of the seizure, examination 
and death of Pére Jean Baptiste Sherotte, the last Roman 
Cathclic missionary to Japan previous to the re-opening of the 
country in 1858, The manuscript bore date about 1708, the 
writer being the native interpreter through whom the ex- 
amination of the unfortunate priest was couducted, 

Dr. Lamprey also read a paper on the Water Supply of 
Shanghai, and from the discussion which followed, cockneys 
will be happy to know that their beloved Thames is not so 
dirty after all, for water taken from the river at Westminster 
has by analysis shown a less amount of impurity than what 
“ princely merchants” draw from the Whangpoo at Shangbai, 

The Nien-fei are reported to have sustained considerable 
reverses, and to be retreating from the Shantung province. A. 
son of the famous Imperial General San-ko-lin-siv, named 
the Po-wang, has also been distinguishing himself against these 
rebels.

The Fung-wung-shang camp, as 
many of your readers may know, is about twenty miles hence, 
and was organised and is upheld by the purse and authority 
of the Taoutai, acting independently of Pekin. TheScommand 
of the camp, in which no military officer or instructor is now 
serving, has, it is said, been given by the Taoutai to Mr. 
Winstanly. 
SHANTUSG. 

The Nienfei rebels have sustained severe reverses in this pro- 
vince. The North China Daily News has the following intelii- 
gence regarding the present aspect of the movement :— 

The reports brought down by native couriers from the seat 
of war in the province of Shantung have lately become some- 
what more favourable to the Imperial cause. For many months 
tales of disaster were repeated and reiterated until it seemed 
probable that the tide of success would turn altogether in favour 
of the insurgents, and involve the Imperialists in utter de- 
struction. Now, however, a change bas come over the aspect of 
affairs, Either the vast increase made in the numbers of the 
Imperialist armies has had a purely mechanical effect on the 
fortunes of war, or, Chinamen-like, the rebels have been dis- 
heartened by some trifling calamity, and are now as eager 
to escape as they were before anxious to press onwards, 
The history of strategic operations in China is a history 
of alternate successes and reverses, not such in the sense 
wherein we as Europeans would use the terms, but arising from 
some unforeseen conjunction of circumstances, which has had 
the effect of encouraging one side while casting the other into 
a corresponding state of despondency. The miraculous inter- 
ventions, so often dwelt on in the Peling Gazette, in acknow- 
ledgment of which temples or votive tablets are decreed to the 
favouring deity, are simply circumstances unimportant in them- 
selves, whence comfort and support are derived by one side, 
disquiet and dejection by the other. Whatever be the cause, 
whether the local deities have declared for the sacred right of 
kings as opposed to the right of an oppressed people to assert 
their independence, or whether the overwhelming force brought 
to bear by the Imperialists is having its natural effect, 
the result is that the Nienfei bands are gradually wetiring 
before the Government troops, and have already sent large 
bodies into Shansi in order to secure ® footing in that 
province. This would appear to be the first step towards a 
return to the province of Kansu, whence in the first ivstance 
they came. There, amid vast plains surrounded by lofty and 
rugged mountains, the rebellion took its rise, and there it will 
in all probability be extinguished, However paradoxical it 
may appear, we are always astonished at either side succeeding 
in a purely Chinese struggle. ‘The odds are so nicely balanced, 
as far as disorganisation and want of discipline go, the likeli- 
hood of running away is so exactly divided between the two 
sides, the veuality of the officers is so important an element in 
the constitution of both armies, that we are equally struck with 
amazement, no matter which side remains faithful to its colours. 
Whatever may be the cause, the Imperialists are now enjoying 
the smiles of fortune at the expense of their less fortunate op- 
ponents, nor does our experience of the Nienfei lead us to re- 
gret the reverses which have of late befallen them. 

HONG KONG. 

From this port we have files of papers up to the 22nd of July. 
Up to that date nothing had been heard of the ill-fated 
steamers Corea and Chanticleer, although all the steamers lately 
passing down the coast have searched diligently for some traces 
of them. The Azof went out specially for the purpose, and 
looked in everywhere where it was thought probable the vessels 
might be laying disabled—the search was futile, however, aud 
there is little doubt that both vessels must within a short time of 
each other have foundered and sunk. From the many conjectures 
astothefate of these unfortunate vessels wetake whatwe consider 
the two most plausible, viz:—The Corea, being very light aud 
an extremely crank boat, capsized; and theg Chanticleer, 
being very deep, foundered ; or that {the Chanticleer, being 
ahead, and fearful of the approaching gale, putting back, came 
into collision with the Corea, and so caused the destruction of 
both. With most of the officers of the Corea it was their first 
trip in her, 

The new silver currency was being’ counterfeited, a gang of 
“smashers” having put into circulation a large number of ten- 
cent pieces so carefully exccuted as almost to defy detection. 
The body of the coin is iron, on which a thin coating of silver 
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has been by some means fixed. The cleverest part of the 
fraud is the milled edge, which is simply perfect ; it was this 
milled edge which it was supposed the Chinese could not 
imitate. 

The Hong Kong and Shanghai Banking Company have com- 
raenced the issue of notes, $200,000 is the full amount 
received from London as yet. ‘The design is better than those 
of the other banks, and much more difficult of imitation. 
Shares in the bank are quoted at 2 premium. 

Some anxiety prevailed as to the fate of that fine collection 
of books belonging to the Hong Kong Library and Reading 
Rooms. The library consists of several thousand carefully 
selected books, both new and old. It is now proposed that it 
be dispersed among the community through the medium of the 
auctioneer’s hammer. It is easier to disperse a collection of 
volumes than to amass the samo ; and, as the books in question 
are well worth the sum wanted in order to pay off a lien upon 
them, it is astonishing that some means of paying off that lien 
(or debt) upon them, and of keeping the library open to the 
public in some shape cannot be devised. o 

A Portuguese clerk in the Commercial Bank, named Gu- 
tierrez, had defrauded the Bank of some $19,500, by appro- 
priating the proceeds of certain cheques and falsifying the 
books in his charge. He absconded, and took refuge in Macao ; 
the Governor of which colony not only ignored the warrant 
issued in Hong Kong for his apprehension, but is said to have 
even refused to allow the placards offering a reward for his 
capture to be posted on the walls or distributed in Macao. 
Should His Excellency persist in this course, there will be an 
objection to giving Portuguese subjects employment in mercan- 
tile firms. : 

The following short narrative is given by three Malay sea- 
men, supposed to be the only survivors of the crew of the 
Siamese ship Goldfinder, which vessel (bound from Hong 
Kong to Shanghai) foundered in the late typhoon :— 

On the 29th June, at eight o'clock in the morning, our 
vessel, the Siamese ship Goldfinder, J.C. de Castro, master, 
left the port of Hong Kong, bound to Shanghai. The same 
night about twelve o'clock it blew very strong, and the gale 
increased to a perfect hurricane, which continued to rage 
throughout the night, the vessel being unmanageable. About 
eight o’clock on the morning of the 30th the ship heeled over, 
filled ‘and went down, we sinking in her. On rising to the sur- 
face we saw several other men swimming and clinging to 
casks, spars, &c. We three held on a cask for four days and 
nights, being picked up on the 3rd July by a fishing boat, 
from which we were landed on the shore hard by, but we are 
unable to say what was tho name of the place. Here we re- 
mained eight days, when a junk laden with salt bound to 
Hong Kong gave us a passage, and we arrived here on the 
18th. We saw nothing of either the captain or mate after 
the vessel sunk, and believe they both perished. Four other 
Malays who wero also clinging to a water cask may possibly 
have been saved. 


STRAITS OF MALACCA. 
SINGAPORE, 

Dates hence are to the 31st July, Tho London mail of the 
26th June arrived out on the previous day. 

The Governor and suite were to leave Singapore on the 
31st, in H.M’s steamer Pluto for Penang, and would be away 
three months. That steamer and the Banterer returned on 
the 23rd, after a fruitless search for pirates os far as Tringanu. 
The Pluto reported having seen the ship John Cropper ashore 
on the Moran Rocks, a total wreck, and the ship Maribell 
rendering every assistance in her power. 

A proposal has been made by the Gas Company to lead the 
water into and distribute it through the town from the point 
at which the Government is to hand the waterworks over to 
the Municipal Commissioners, With the experience Mr. Wells, 
the secretary to the company, and his assistants, have acquired 
of the gradients of tke town, the undertaking could not be 
entrusted to more efficient hands. The executive and munici- 
pal authorities are fully alive to, the necessities of the poor, 
and ample provision will be made for a gratuitous supply of 
water to them. They could scarcely do otherwise, sceing that 
tho late Tan Kim Siug’s munificent gift of 13,000 dollars, 
which was given for the purpose of providing his poor coun- 
trymen with wholesome water, forms the nucleus of the fund 
now being employed in carrying his intentions into effect. 

Complaint is made that within the leat few years 4 number 





of European convicts from Western Australia have found their 
way to Singapore in charge of horses, whilst others have paid 
their passages. Some of theso men are understood to hare re- 
ceived a conditional pardon, or are on ticket-of-leave. Scores 
of such men are abundant in China, where their rowdyism has 
been carried on in several instances to a great extent. The 
passport system, says the Free D’ress, should be introduced into 
all the Australian colonies used as penal settlements, and con- 
victs permitted to go abroad under certain conditions should 
be enforced to report themselves personally to the head of the 
police in any of Her Majesty’s dominions, 

Seven seamen of the British ship Agenoria were brought up 
before the Marine Magistrate on the 24th July for a refusal of 
duty. They were ordered to forfeit ten days pay, and to im- 
prisonment in the House ;f Correction for twelve weeks. 

Hanakay Maistry, a libt“py) Bongalee convict of consider- 
able wealth, died on the »dch, at Campong Bencoolen. His 
estate, which is worth about 50,000 dols., has been divided 
amongst his sons. He appointed Mr. Woodford one of his 
executors, 

On the 12th July  Chincso entered the shop of a re- 
spectable trader, and purchased cloth to the amount of 63 
dollars, and requested one of the clerks in the shopto accom- 
pany him for themoney. As the clerk did not returnin reason- 
able time the master went in search of him, While out, he 
remembered that a debt of 45 dollars due to him had to be 
collected that day, sobe called at the debtor’s shop and asked 
for payment. To his surprise he learnt that the missing clerk 
had preceded him by half an hour, and had received the money. 
He returned to his shop and found the clerk still absent ; and 
eventually the master took out a warrant for his arrest for em- 
bezzlement. On'the 20th the culprit was found in an empty 
house at Tangong Katong with five dollars in his pockct. On 
being arraigned before the sitting magistrate he admitted the 
charge, and stated that the nacodah of a junk had induced 
him to rob his master, and promised to take him to 
China with his booty. It was the nacodah who entered 
the shop and made the fictitious purchase. After leaving 
his master's shop he went and obtained the 45 dollars, and 
handed} over the cloth and thirty dollars to the nacodah. By 
the latter’s suggestion he concealed himself in the house where 
he was found. On the day appointed for his embarkation, he 
wout to the harbour, and learnt to his dismay that the junk 
had sailed on the previous night. He therefore returned to 
his hiding-place. Besides the thirty dollars, the nacodah got 
his victim to pay eight dollars on his account to a shopkeeper 
in Campong Giam. The prisoner was committed for trial. 

A European seaman, named Charles Belton, died suddenly on 
the 19th July, at the Old Albion, in North Canal-road. An 
inquest was held, and the verdict was, “Died of Apoplexy.” 
The man had been indulging in drink for four days, being flush 
of money, having been recently paid off from his ship. 

Exchange on the 20th July.—Bank bills 4s. 34d. ; private 
4s, 6d. ‘lounage excessive, and freights very low. 

PENANG. 

Recent arrivals from Assahan (say the Gazette), report that 
there were four Dutch steamers and six sailing vessels anchored 
off Batta Bara, a distance of six hours’ sail from Aasahan ; that 
they had attacked four Assahan coasters,and drove the men 
into the jungle. It is also stated that the Dutch had remon- 
strated with the Yang-Tuan for flying the British flag, and that 
they had given the Yang-Tuan six weeks’ time to consider 
whether he would pull down the British flag and hoist up the 
Dutch in its stead. In*»nsequence of these measures of the 
Dutch, the native coasters have been afraid to continue their 
trade. Itis also said that the Dutch have instigated the people 
of Pagarawan to attack the Padang (E.C.) men, because the 
latter would not shake off the yoke of Assahan and fly the 
Dutch flag as the former have done. The question of Dutch 
aggression in the native States on the East Cosst of Sumatra is 
not by any means a new thing, and notwithstanding the 
numerous protests that have from time to time appeared in the 
Straits Press, no measures have as yet been taken by our Go 
vernment towards a settlement of the matter. ‘[he trade with 
these States ond Penang is now almost completely paralysed, 
and there is every prospect of its remaining so if no steps are 
taken by our authorities, We thought tho illegality of the 
Dutch proceedings in the East Coast was settled long ago by 
Lord Palmerston’s despatch in 1851, but it appears that the 
Dutch, in consequenco of their insignificant position in relation 
ta European affairs, haye more time to develop their schemes 
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of aggression in the East than we have to look after ourown 
interests, It resta, however, with the Straits Government to 
represent this matter in its true light to the Home Govern- 
ment, and we hope this time with success. 

Notwithstanding the advantages which iron vessels possess 
over those built of wood, there is one great drawback to their 
usefulness in these seas, especially the Straits, namely, that of 
Decoming 60 foul as to seriously impede their sailing powers. In 
Penang, where there is no dock accommodation, this disadvan- 
tage is felt more than in other places possessing facilities for 
cleaning iron vessels. About six months ago the captain of a 
large iron built three-masted schooner, the Ywh-Shun, succeeded 
in having his vessel hauled on shore alongside of the jetty, and 
had her effectually cleaned and painted previous to his voyage to 
China. At present we have the iron built ship Edinburgh Castle, 
627 tons burden, which has be~-~e dee harbour for some time 
and had got very foul; but as tt bros most of her cargo on 
board for London, it was impossibi’ to adopt the same process 
as was taken with the Fuwh-Shus, The method used by Capt, 
Inglis, however, which appears to have been perfectly successful, 
is one that we think ought to be widely known. It consisted 
of a large triangular sort of brush, made of small stiff green 
bamnboos fixed into a strong framo, and passed along the bottom 
of the vessei from forward aft, with chains forming guys to keep 
it close to the bottom of the ship. Tho length of the sides of 
this brush was about five feet, aud it has brought away somo 
tons of shells of several different species. Some of these shells 
were very large, and would have proved 2 very serious impedi- 
ment to the progression of the ship on her voyage home. We 
measured one which was five inches loug by two and a half 
broad, and the barnacles were something cuormous. ‘I'hese were 
shown in the Penang Exchange, and 8 good number have been 
preserved by several gentlemen who saw them there, This 
method of cleaning iron vessels is certainly a capital one, and 
may be of use to others similarly situated as Capt. Inglis. By 
it a large ship can be thoroughly cleaned in a couple of days 
without the trouble of beaching, which in many cascs, asin this, 
was impossible. 

Another Hamburg vessel, the brig ./o/yznna, has been sold at, 
Penang during the week to a Chinese trader. We append a 
list of the ships which have been gold, within tho space of the 
last three months, Three of them vero built by the well- 
known shipwright, Torkild Anderson, o7 Apenrade in Schleswig, 
avd most of the others were also built in the Danish Duchies, 
and owned by Danes, until the Schleswig-Holstein quarrel 
arose, when they were transferred to the Hamburg flag. The 
Snap Drayon was formerly an American clipper. With two 
exceptions, Chinese merchants wore the purchasers. Thero is 
still a good demand to purchaso small and middle sized

the last Roman Cathoiic missionary to Japan previous to the year 1858. 
This intrepid servant of the Cross appears to have studied Japanese in 
Europe, and landed in Japan in disguise. He was immediately arrested 
and after an imperfect examination at Nagasaki was sent overland to 
Yeddo. Here the author of the manuscript was called in to interrogate 
him, the regular interpreters having failed to thoroughly understand him, 
and the manuscript is the result of this examination, which was prolonged 
during some four or five days, the prisoner being questioned frst about 
himself, then about foreign countries, and finally about his religion, At 
the termination of the inquiry he appears to have been remanded to 
prison, where his patience under suffering and his undying faith so im- 
pressed two servants appointed to attend him that they publicly embraced 
his religion in the full consciousness that the penalty of doing so was 
death, After this the rigours of imprisonment appear to have been in- 
creased, and after some months of suffering he followed his two converts 
to the grave. 

At the conclusion of the paper the acting ParsipentT remarked that the 
paper appeared to him to be a most valuable contribuion, apart from the 
mere temporary interest attaching to it, both as affording an insight into 
the habit of thought of the Japanese and as an indisputable record of 
facts. Mr. Brown had volunteered to give the society translations of the 
remaining two parts of the manuscript, and the society would be deeply 
indebted to him. ‘The paper just read would, he had no doubt, be in- 
cluded by the publishing committee in the next publication of the society, 
and he thought it well worthy of being so. 

Mr. WYtir remarked that the paper just read was an interesting docus 
ment in more respects than one. It related to a period in the intercourse 
of European nations with Japan, the accounts of which had hitherto 
reached us exclusively through one channel, and that a very suspected 
one. Indeed, the opponents of the Catholic missionaries had not been 
slow to impugn the veracity of their statements, He believed that al- 
though there was truth that was overdrawn in their reports, yet distrust 
and suspicion had frequently, to an undue extent, been lodged aguinst 
them. Here we have an unexpected and unbiased witness coming for= 
ward to add his testimony, and it is not a little remarkable how perfectly 
his narrative coincides with the European accounts we have of this same John 
Baptist Scherotti, while the document carries with it an air of truthfulness. 
‘The two accounts coming from such independent and even antagonistic 
sources furnish the most satisfactory guarantee for the truth of the main facts 
ofthe Japanese annals are silent on this sad episode in the national 
history, but there are doubtless many manuscripts in existence relating to 
the period in questi He (Mr. W.) had seen a document of a kindred 
character at Nagasaki, a translation of which he had hoped would have 
been given to the public ere this. It would be well if students of the 
Janguage in Japan would set themselves to gather up these mementoes of 
the past, and render them accessible to their less gifted countrymen ; and 
it is surely a legitimate object of the Asiatic Society to encourage such 
researches. While thanking Mr. Brown for his contribution, he hoped. 
the society would specially request him to furnish a translation of the 
remaining portion of the M.S. which promises to throw some light on a 
tragic chapter in the tragedy of Missiors to Japan. 

Mr. Krxcsattct then proposed the following resolution :-— That the 
very cordial thanks of the society are due to the Rev. Mr. Brown for his 
valuable and interesting translation.”

THE EXPORT OF SILVER TO THE EAST. 

M. C. Roswaa, ‘a French writer, has recently published a 
work on the precious metals, which contains some curious facts, 
and, amongst other matter, some statistics respecting the ex- 
port of gold and silver coin to the East. “From time imme- 
morial,” says M. Roswaa, “there has been a flow of the precious 
metals towards the East ;”’ it existed in the time of Soroxoy, of 
Hiraw, of the Proremres, and of Frayan. MonrTesquiev said: 
—The Indies have ever been and will ever be the same; 
“ whoever trades with those countries must carry money there 
“and bring none back again.” But to descend to modern 
times. Homoxpr calculated in 1800 that tho export of gold 
and silver to India and China was more than five millions and 
a half a year, of which nearly two-thirds went by the way of 
the Cape, and the rest by the Levant and Siberia; but 
he said also that some small portion of this stopped on 
the road in the Levant, ‘This statement has been 
examined by other writers, who came to the conclusion 
that Homsorpr’s total was too high by twenty per cent. 
Monresquiev’s sweeping statement was invalidated between 
1825 and 1830 as regards China, for his word Indies included 
alltho East, by the import of Sycee silver. Upon this subject 
M. Roswac says—the Chinese gave Sycee silver in payment for 
the large quantities of opium which they wanted. In spite 
of the prohibitions both against the exportation of bullion 
and the consumption of opium, between 40,000 and 50,000 
chests of the latter were introduced annually. Setting the 
value of a chest of opium at £140 he arrives at 
a total of nearly eight millions sterling per annum, 
of which he says eighty per cent. was paid in silver. In 
1853, he adds, the value of the opium imported into China 
was estimated at eight millions sterling, and since the last war 
at 70,000 chests a-year, Since 1853 the current of gold and 
silver, says M. Roswaa, has returned to its old direction, in 
consequence of the increase of the trade, and he quotes from 
M. Nataus Rovpor, an authority on the subject, the’ |follow- 
ingstatement of that increase. The total amount of 
theimports and exports combined, between Europo and America 
and China, were in 1810 little more than nino millions sterling 
perannum ; while in 1858 they exceeded forty millions, the 
imports into China surpassing the exports from that country 
by about one-tenth. The opium is not included in this esti- 
mate, In 1856, according to M. Natazts Rosnor, tea alone re- 
presented six millions sterling of tho imports. The diminution 
of the commerce, caused by the civil war in China, is estimated 
by another French statist, M. Levasseur, at nearly one million 
and a quarter sterling, and this produced an increase in the ex- 
port of gold and silver, which was further augmented by the 
increasing demand for Chinese productions, especially, as re- 








gards France for tea and silk; in the former article because 
of the increased consumption, in the latter principallyon account 
of the diminution in the home product, caused by the disease 
amongst tho silkworms. The balance of the movement in gold 
and silver in the favour of the East, according to M. Roswac, 
was £6,200,000 in 1856, and only £4,100,000 in 1858, 
The total export of precicus metals from 1848 to 1850 is said to 
have been under six millions, From 1851 to 1856, six years, 


= 
the exports to the East are given as follows :—Gold, £4,884,800 ; 
of which £4,430,000 went from English ports, and £454,800 
from the Mediterranean. Silver, £36,528,000; of which 
£30,715,000 from England, and £5,813,000 by the Mediter- 
ranean. Total, £41,400,000, or, on the average, £6,880,000 ; 
of which 97} per cent. was in silver. In 1857 the total 
was, Gold, £528,000; Silver, £20,545,000; total, £21,073,000, 
or three times the average of the six previous years. 

Mr. James Lowe's tables give the exports from Great Britain 
during the seven years ending with 1858 as above five millions 
of gold and forty seven millions of silver. Taking, according 
to the account of M.’ Roswaa, £7,200,000 as the average annual 
export of tie precious metals during the period commencing 
with 1848 and ending with 1856, we have a total of 
£64,800,000, or about one fifth of the whole production of the 
mines of the West ; while the averago of tho latter portion 
of that period was nearly equal to the whole amount of the 
production. 

This immense export of silver to the East is certainly suffi- 
cient to account for the premium at which at present it stands 
in Europe; and as the exportation is still'as great, if not 
“| greater than ever, and that the West must find, in order to 
maintain its commerce with the East, from twelve to sixteen 
millions of silver per annum, it is not surprising that the money 
markets should be in @ curious condition, and that the financial 
world should be sorely puzzled to find an easy road out of the 
difficulty. M. Roswac, like most writers on the subject, 
attributes the disappearance of the silver to the secretive 
character of the Orientals, and to the want of confidence in 
their Government ; but they do not seem to take into account 
the fact that the accumulation of silver in the East must 
cheapen it there, as tho reverse is happening in the West, and 
that as soon as that effect appears, the Orientals will help us 
out of the difficulty. ‘They cannot eat the silver, and they are 
far two shrewd to keep it by them when they find it doteriorate 
in value, 





JAVA AND CEYLON. 
Our Dutch neighbours, like other nations not far distant 
from them, are becoming prompt to adopt suggestions from our 


trading, financial, and industrial organisation. The project of 
certain Dutch capitalists, detailed in a late letter from our Rot- 
tordam correspondent, for assuming tho cultivation of coffee in 
the Government lands of Western Java is an instance in point. 
It is seen that individual enterprise can securo larger returns 
than are possible under the present system, which discourages 
the introduction of additional European capital, and is neither 
favourablo to quality nor amount of production. Should the 
Dutch Government accept the proposition, we may anticipate 
it will lead to very important changes of internal policy. That 
portion of the scheme that contemplates payment to the 
labourers and ultimately the division of portions of the land 
into lots of which they inay purchase the right of cultivation, 
and thus be relieved from obligatory services, would, in its suc- 
cess and extension, raise the condition of the Javanese, and so 
render them in the end larger consumers of imported articles. 
The error of the Dutch Government has been in seeking too 
direct returns, and in endeavouring to appropriate both the 
profits of production and the gains of trade ; but it is easy to 
demonstrate that a policy less leavened with the spirit of 
monopoly would have produced more satisfactory results. 
The Goverument at the same time must be credited with hav- 
ing rendered the Javanese cullivators the important service of 
guaranteeing the contracts at which theproduce deliveredis rated, 
and taking upon itself tho responsibility of the failure of crops 
where not attributable to a want of due vigilance and caro; aud 
it may be made a question whether a similar system of gua- 
rantee, free, of course, from the condition of obligatory labour, 
might not advantageously be adopted in Ceylon as respects its 
native population, either by tho Government or a body of pri- 
vate capitalists. As to any change of Dutch policy in Nether- 
lands India, Ceylon, with the freedom of its industry and trade, 
has nothing to apprehend. She is on the eve of till greater 
development of her resources, for which the requisite financial 
facilitics will be speedily forthcoming. 








OUR JAPANESE VISITORS,

OUR TRADE WITH CHINA. . 

In our last issue wo published the Reports of Her Majesty's 
Consuls at the three Treaty Ports in Japan. We now proceed 
to deal in the same way with the Chineso Consular Ports, com- 
mencing with SHANGHAI 

Shanghti, Dec. 31, 1864. 

Si,—In my despatch of the 29th July I forwarded an approximate 
estimate of the British trade of this port for 1863, and stated that I was 
engaged on the preparation of more detailed returns, A great _pressuro 
of work during the summer months, and the exceedingly cramped and 
inconvenient offices in which it had to be conducted during the repair of 
the Consulate, has bitherto interfered with the execution of this 

T now forward a series of eight Returns, which may be valuable for re- 
ference hereafter, although I am aware that they are less acceptable at this 
late date than if they had been earlier supplied. I may mention, how- 
ever, that similar Returns have not been furnished from this Consulate 
since 1861, it having apparently been considered sufficient to forward the 
printed Customs Returns, which, however, did not supply full particulars 
of British trade as distinguished from the general foreign trade of the port. 
To arrive at the value of tho former, which is given in the Returns I now 
send, every item of the imports and exports in the elaborate Customs Re- 
turns bas had to be freshly calculated and retabulated. Certain improved 
arrangements in the Customs books, lately made by the present Commis- 
sioner of Customs, Mr. Dick, will save this office much trouble when 
making up the Returas of Brith trade for tho year now closing, and I 
trust, therefore, that they will be much more punctually forwarded. 

It is scarcely desirable, at this late date, and in view of the occasion 
shortly devolving on me of reviewing the trade of the expiring year, to 
attempt a report of that of 1863, during which period, as you are aware, I 
‘was not present at this port. Ihave therefore limited my remarks to a 
Memorandum which I forward with the Returns, in which I have con- 
densed in a form which I trust may prove convenient, the statistics which 
they contain. 

Io order to save the time that must be lost, especially at this season 
of the year, in the transmission of these Returns to England through the 
Legation, 1 am forwarding copics to the Foreign Office direct, which I

Return @ convenient synopsis of the three previous returns, On 
the import side it distinguishes the relative amounts of the direct home 
trade—that with British Settlements—the Chinese coast trade, and that 
with Japan, It also states, separately, the amount of opium and treasure 
imported, which, being on foreign as well as on British account, cannot be

The total value of exports is 29,427,109 taels = £9,349,238, more than 
nine-tenths of which are home shipments, 

The undersigned has not the means of making a detailed comparison 
of the British imports and exports for the years 1862-63. ‘The general 
result may be stated to be an increase in the import trade, principally in 
rice from India, and a falling off in the export trade, The decrease in 
exports is entirely attributable to the diminution in the productivn of silk, 
the export in 1863 being only 2,877,152 lbs., against 9,861,671 Ibs. in 
1862.

“The decrease with the returns exhibit in the number of “sundry” 
vessels is accounted for, first, by the British merchants extensively employ- 
ing small steamers in the Tien-tsin trade; and, secondly, by the B 


merchants having a quantity of light handy sailing vessels suitable for thia 
trade. 


First, I mentioned in my Report of 1862, the decrease of “ sundry” 
vessels as compared with 1861, and 1 employed the following remarks as 
being, in my opinion, explanatory of the fact :—The increase of small 
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eamers in 1862 (as now in 1863), connected with the Tien-tsin trade 
however, the principal cause of the decrease of continental shipping. 
ese small steamers, nearly all of which hoist English colours, are un- 
doubtedly by far the most convenient class of vessels for the traffic at this 
port. The city of Tien-tsin stands about 65 miles from the village of 
‘taku, upon a river which, owing to its insufficient depth of water and 
tortuous course, is extremely difficult of navigation. At the mouth of the 
river (Pei-ho) there is a bar, which renders it unsafe for vessels drawing 
more than I feet 6 inches of water to enter Ta‘:u anchorage ; while out. 
side in the gulf the weather is often so boisterous, and the swell so high, 
that vessels cannot harge their cargoes for several days together. The 
convenience, therefore, of a class of steam-versels able not only to clear 
the bar, but to carry their cargoes right up this 65 miles of river navigation 
to the very gates of the merchants’ godowns is very great. 

The trcuble of hiring native boats, the slowness and stupidity of the 
native sailors, their dishonesty, the inconvenience of transhipment, and the 
delay which it occasions, have induced merchants to employ light swift 
steamers, ree such vessels have run regularly in 1863 between Tien- 
tsin and Shanghai, and several others have made occasional trips at 
moderate intervals. : 

Secondly. The British merchants at Tien-tsin have a sufficient quan. 
tity of sailing vessels of a light draught of water, which renders the char- 
vessels superfluous. This was not so in 1861. 
British vessels could not be obtained of a size small enough for the Tier 
tsin trade. The British merchants had, therefore, to charter continental 
vessels. 

But the freight of German and Danish vessels has fallen in the market. 
The five or six British steamers, which trade between this and Shanghai, 
have engrossed the trade which belonged to continental vessels in 1861, 
and British merchants like British vessels better than those fying the flags 
of other Powers. 

Coasting Vessels.— Foreign and Native.—The foreign vessels that visit 
Tien-tsin are, in the vast majority of instances, engaged in a merely coast 
trade, The merchants, foreign and native, in Hong Kong, Canton, and 
the other southern potis, charter foreign ships to transport their mer- 
chandise to Tien-tsin ; and the merchants, foreign and native, in Tien- 
tsin employ foreign vessels to export their merchandise to Shanghai, 
Hong Kong, Canton, and other southern ports; the foreign ships and 
steamers generally touch at Shanghai, or make Shanghai their destina- 
tion. The coasting trade at Tien-tsin, the only trade of the port, in the 
great majority of cuses is done by native or foreign Shanghai houses, 

Not only are foreign vessels employed in a coasting trade between 
this port and Southern China, but they import and export native produce. 
Foreign vessels bring up to Tien-tsin, not only foreign manufactures. but 
sugar, rice, tea, oil, medicine, paper, and other native produce, for which 
there is an extensive market at this port; and foreign vessels carry away 
not merely re-exports, but keans, peas, co‘ton, wool, hides, fruit, medicine, 
and other produce of Northern China, as well as the native junks. For 
particulars of the coasting trade, I beg to refer to my report on the trade 
of Tien. in 1861-62. 

The native junk is rapidly disappearing from the highways of com- 
merce; the native merchants do not engage them; the principle of 
marine insurance annihilates the native craft. “ Can you insure ?” is a 
question which the Chineso merchants almost invariably put. Eighty 
southern junks came in 1863, one-third of their holds were empty ; 127 
came in 1862. The eighty junks which entered in 1863 contained rice, 
sugar, tea, oil, paper, medicine, fruit, preserves, silk pieces, native hard. 
ware, wood, prepared opium, birds’ nests, fish, sharks’ fins, &c., and they 
took away peas, beans, salt, fruit, vegetables, fish, wheat, barley, millet, 
medicine, ginseng, &c. 

The coasting trade done in this Consular district by the native junk is 
very great. 

Ports and Harbours, Buoys, Lighthouses, and Junk Buildings. —For a 
description of the ports, harbours, buoys, lights, lighthouses, and junk 
buildings, I must refer to my Report drawn up in 1862, 


Section 2.—Trade and Conimerce. 

Foreign Trade Imports.—The import return for 1863 sufficiently indi 
cates the nature and extent of the trade transacted at Tien-tsin during 

63. Except cotton manufactures, the returns for 1863 compare very 
favourably with those for 1862. 

Manufactured Cotton.—The import of cotton manufactures has, in 
1863, steadily fallen off. The civil war in America and the defective 
supply of cotton in England fully accounts for this. Merchants’ manu- 
factures when brought into competition with native cotton manufactures, 
owing to a rise in their price, ought as a matier of course to go to the 
wall. Foreign cotton manufactures in 1861 sold at Tien-tsin for about 
half the prices of native cottons, As a consequence, the people of the 
towns and villages, scattered through Chi-li and the neighbouring pro- 
vinces, purchased foreign cottous as being cheaper than their own 
cottons; but tke country population adhered to their native manufac- 
tures. The country people, who work a great deal at rough employ- 
inents, when manufactured cottons sold at one-half the price of native 
cottons, bought the native rather than the forcign, because the native 
lasted much longer than our Manchester goods. @ cottons, though 
But a comely, are much adapted for the rough work of the rural popu- 
lation. 

The scarcity of cotton has raised the price of Manchester goods so near 
the price of native cotton manufactures that not only the country people 
but the town and village population purchase their home manufactures 
instead of merchants’ goods, Till the normal state of the cotton market 
Teturns, and as a consequence till the prices drop very much lower than 
the prices current in 1863, the native cottons must rule the marke! 






































































Woullens.—‘The import of woollens has veen unfavourable. In the 
Trade Report for 1862 1 explained the cause, At Tien-tsin, and 
throughout North China in general, the winter mouths are dry, but the 





cold is very severe; asa consequence the Chinese prefer cottons or silks 
lined with fur for winter dresses rather than foreign woollens, In 
upholstery a good deal of woollen cloth is used, but for the most part the 
woollens are Russian, not English, The English woollens imported into 
‘Tien-win are too dear. of the wrong colour, and too heavy for the natives. 











Upon the whole then, the market for British woollens remains insigni- 
ficant. 

Opium.—This import maintains its high character; 182 chests of 
Malwa have been imported in 1863 more than in 1862; and though the 
Shensi crop of native opium was fair, the Chinese favour the Indian, not 
the native drug. ‘The native opium is, though very much cheaper, insipid, 
and very few of the Chinese smoke native opium, unless it is mized with 
the Indian, If they can get the Indian, of course so much the better, but 
a Chinaman reduced to a state of poverty, to which the habit of exces 
sive opium smoking invariably leads, unable to purchase the Indian, mi 
the native with the Indian, or even gathers up the cinders of the Indian 
opium twice smoked, and smokes them a third time. 

Malwa opium is sold for about 600 taels, while native Shensi opium is 
sold for about 400 tacls. In 1862 native opium was offered in the 
market at 650 taels; this rise in the price of native opium was caused by 
political disturbances in Shensi, ultimately calmed down by means of 
bribes and donations. which threatened with extinction the whole trade 
of that province, The quantity of Indian imported into this district 
depends entirely on the state of the Shensi crop. When the Shensi crop 
is deficient, the demand for Iadian opium increases, and vice verea. 

Of the opium imported into Tien-tsin, from 150 to 200 chests a month 
are purchased for consumption in the capital. What Peking consumes 
in the native drug Ido not exactly know ; it must, however, have been 
large. 

Produce of China and the Straits.—Tho Returns for 1868 show very 
favourably as compared with those of 1862, 

‘This trade is partly in foreign and partly in native bands. ‘The raw 
material is imported by foreign merchants, while the prepared material 
falls to the lot of the native merchants. I should judge that one-half, or 
pemtare alittle more, of this is carried on by the Chinese. The native 

cures in Tien-tsin have agents in Hankow, Canton, Singapore, acute in 
business transaction. It is only in dealing with places in which China- 
men do not exist that the native merchants meet with a difficulty ; but 
wherever Chinese reside, the native merchant can do business very much 
cheaper than the forcign houses in China; and, moreover, his knowledge 
of the tastes and habits of his countrymen guarantees him against any 
gross mistakes, especially with reference to prepared commodities, 

Foreign Trade Exports.—The Export Returns of 1863 compare 
favourably with those of 1862.

The Returns annexed to this Report are as follows:— 

No. 1. A return of the British shipping atthe port of Canton in the 
year 1863, showing the direct trade in British vessels to and from Great 
Britain and British colonies. 

No. 2, A retura of the British and foreign shipping at the port of 
Canton during the year 1863. 

No. 3. Areturn of the foreign (other than British) shipping at the 
port of Canton, during the year 1863, 

No. 4. A synoptical return of the import trade at Canton during 
the year 1863, and contrasting the same with the value of the imports 
in 1862. 

No. 5. A synoptical return of the export trade at Canton during 
the year 1863, and contrasting the same with the value of the exports 
in 1862. 

These returns, like those of the preceding year, have been compiled 
from the Custom-house Reports, and in so far may be considered as 
correct; but they must not be assumed as representing the actual trade 
of this portion of the Chinese Empire, from the fact that a very large 
business in foreign manufactures and opium is done at the British ‘colony 
of Hong Kong, and the goods and produce there purchased are conveyed 
chiefly down the coast, and being landed at the numerous towns, or car- 

up the rivers, find their way into the interior in all directions. ‘To 
obtain therefore a true estimate of the amount and value of foreign 
trade with this part of China would require returns from all these various 
places, which is simply impossible. ‘The position may be shown in very 
few words. On a coast line of nearly 700 miles, studded with bays, 
harbours, cities, and towns, and with rivers such as that called the West 
River, penetrating far into the interior, there is one treaty port, Canton, 
and an open and free mart, the colony of Hong Kong, It is but reason— 
able therefore that if Chinese traders can purchase goods at Hong Kong 
and land them on the coast, they wiil not pass them through the foreign 
Custom-house at Canton, but will ship them direct to their destination. 
The same may be said with regard to exports ftom these places. Hence 
it follows that no estimate can be formed of the foreign trade in this part 
of China from the published Canton Custom-hoi Returns, for they 
represent a local trade only. 

‘A comparison of the returns of the past with the preceding year will 
show a decrease generally in the trade of the port, but by no means to the 
extent anticipated. To begin with— 

Imports.—The total value in sterling for the year 1863 is estimated at 
£2,281, 354, against £2,412,515 in 1862, showing a decrease amounting to 
the sum of £131,161 in the past year’s trade. 

As regards the causes of this decrease, the falling off must be attributed 
as much to failure in supply as to failure in demand; the rise in piece 
goods, owing to the American supply of raw cotton ceasing, having: 
brought the foreign into competition with the native manufactures, and as 
the Chinese prefer the letter, from being heavier and of more lasting 
qualities, they abandon the former the moment its price places it beyond 
the denomination of being a cheap article for clothing. 

Compare, for instance, the imports of cotton-manutactured goods for the 
two preceding years, and a targe deficiency in plain goods will appear, 
and particularly in the article of Bombay raw cotton, whilst in fancy gouds 
the diflerence is rather in favour of 1 ‘This latter may be accounted 
for in the heavy stocks on the manufacturers’ hands, which rendered their 
going off beneficially to the holders, and therefore the prices were not 
afected in a ratio proportionate to that of the plain manuf 

But take the imports of woollen manufactures, and it will be seen that 
the balance is in favour generally for 1863, and this arises from the fact 
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it wool has not been subjected to the fluctuations of raw cotton or defi- 
cieney in supply, and therefore, if anything, there has been an improve- 
ment and not a deficiency in this branch of the import trade. 

The result of these comparisons tends to show that the decrease in the 
value of the import trade of 1863, viz., £131,161 sterling, is owing as much 
to foreign as to native influences, and that under such circumstances the 
Past two or three years will afford no criterion of the capabilities of 
Canton as a mart for foreign manufactures. 

‘The import of opium in 1863 as compared with 1862 differs in amount 
but little. The temptation to smuggle so valuable an article, and the 
facilities the coast affords for that purpose, are 80 gre: i 
bility what passes through the Canton Custom-house is for local consump- 
tion only, and so it will be until the Chinese authorities establish a pre- 
ventive service. 

Exports.—The valuo of this trade may be taken at £3,862.059, against 
£4,060,746 sterling in 1862, showing a decrease of £198,707 sterling. 
‘This may chiefly be attributed to the short supplies of teas, tire export in 
1863 being less than in 1862 by at least 7,418,890 Ibs., but less though it 
be, it is more than was anticipated, the opinion being at the close of last 
season that little or no teas would come again to Canton; but notwith- 
standing this, not only did they come down, but the teamen held out for 
high rates, and gencrally obtained them, 

As regards silk, the export of the two years 1862 and 1863 is much on 
a par. 

OF a trade, stationary as this is, there is little to be said. Hong 
Kong is doubtless a formidable rival to Canton, because, as before 
observed, it is a free port and a depot for the neighbouring coast of 
China, but Hong Kong produces nothing and consumes nothing, and it 
is to the interior provinces we must look for both. At Present the dis- 
ordered state of the Empire paralyses its capabilities, and tho necessity 
of raising a revenue to meet its war expenditure presses heavily on the 
people, but itis to be hoped, and indeed there is every prospect of an 
improvement in this state of affairs, and with internal peace wiil come a 
development of thore mercantile energies which are now only in abey- 
ance and not extinguished. For, eceing that the Province of Kwang- 
tung alone comprises an area of 79,436 square miles, with a population of 
above 20,000,000, the adjoining one of Kwang-si 78,250 square miles, 
with a population of above 8,000,000, Sze-chum, bordering on the latter 
166.800 square miles, and a population of 22.000,000, and Hu-nan im- 
mediately adjoining that of Kwang-tung, 74.320 square miles, with a 
population of 19,000,000, showing a total of 398,826 square miles, and a 
population of 69,000,000 of inhabitants, it may be safoly assumed that 
our trace with these alone, independent of the other portions of this vast 
empire, is as yet undeveloped, and their capabi i 
consumption unknown. It is true that the ports of Hankow and Foo. 
‘Chow have withdrawn from that of Canton the chief trade in teas and on 
the other hand foreign events have swept away from it the great trade in 
raw cotton which formerly existed, but Canton has seen its worst, and 
what it is this year it will probably be next, neither better nor worse, 
unless the peace of the West, and peace in the empire follow, and then 
indeed there is a hopeful future before i rich in promises and certain in 
results.

‘The trade between Singapore and this port has been almost completely 
driven away by reason of the heavy sums demanded by the Chineve offi 
fon each voyage, and also in consequence of the extortions levied by the 
villages near Swatow on all Chinese passengers, The amount charged for 
merely landing them is 10 dollars per head; whereas passengers from 
Hong Kong by steamer save two dollars. the charge being eight dollars. 
‘These are most iniquitous charges ; but the officials appear unwilling, or 
perhaps are unable, ta put down extortions levied by such powerful clans 
as those inhabiting the villages of Swabue, Goswa, Gc. The Singapore 
vessels now discharge their cargoes into lorchas at Hong Kong. which can, 
being native owned, dispose of their goods at any of the ports between this 
aud Hong Kong, mauy going to Cupchi, between which port and Hong 
Kong a large trade, | am told, has sprung up. 

Foreign Shipping. 

‘There has been a very large increase in the number of vescels under 
flags of continental States frequenting this port, as compared with former 
returns. 

These vessels average from 150 to 300 tons, and are better suited to the 
coasting trade under Chinese charter than our larger vessels, which require 
more caro than can be stowed at Swatow, where there is a paucity of godown 
room ; goods have, therefore, to be retained up country until the vessel is 
ready to take in her cargo, when it is sent down in boats, which goat once 
alongside to pat it on board. Nearly all the vessels employed in the trade 
of the port, exclusive of course of steamers, are chartered by Chinese 
merchants, who much prefer these smaller craft, which ate besides char- 
tered at a lower rate than either British or American vessels. 

It will be perceived that foreign shipping has increased in much greater 
proportion than the British; and if steamers be not taken into account, 
foreign ships exceed the British by sixty-nine vessels—the tonnage of the 


former being 55,147, and of the latter 81,808, or an increase of 23,344 
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tons in foreign bottoms. The coast trade in steamers is, however, stiti » 


monopolised by British vessels,

Ia the above imports foreign goods in native bottoms have been taken 
into account ; the value of this trade for the year 1863 amounts to £22,029, 
which, as compared with 1862, shows a falling off of £85,734. This has 
been caused by the preference which is now given to foreign vessels b 
the native merchants over their own unwieldy junk, very few of whic! 
now visit thisport. The lighter and smaller built vessels of the lorcha or 
west-coast boat class trade between Hong Kong and this, a line on which 
there is no traffic in foreign bottoms except by steam vessels. Goods 
shipped in west-coast boats have a great advantage, as, being native craft, 
they can visit any of the ports, and so choose their market. Much 
smuggling is carried on in this way, 

Exports, 

The total value of the export trede for 1863 amounts to £808,069, 
which, when compared with that for 1862, shows an increase of £84,479. 
‘This excess is chiefly perceptible in sugar, the increase in this article being 
£51,818, There is also an increase in the quantity of tobacco exported, 
of the value of £21,273, 

Sugar, tobacco, paper, coarse chinaware, and grasscloth, are the prin- 
cipal articles of export. 

‘The total estimated value of the trade of this port for 1868 (exclusive 
of native trads in native vessels, of which I have been unable to procure 
any returns) is, therefore, £2,578,704, or an increase of £590,670 over 
the previous year, being an excess of considerably over half a million 
sterling; whieh, considering the many disadvantages this port labours 
under, in its foreign merchants being denied access to the chief cities 
through the non-reception by the Chinese officials of Her Majesty's Consul 
at Chao-chow-foo—the heavy mulets demanded by powerful village clans 
on all goods sent inland—as well as the distucbed state of the country, 
village feuds being the rule and not the exception—will afford a very fair 
idea of the steady advance of the trade of the port. 

Since my last report was written, the Consulate has been removed from 
Double Island to Kahchio, immediately opposite Swatow, between which 
two places all the shipping lie, Some dwelling-houses have lately been 
built at Kahchio, as well as godowns, and more of the latter are in course 
of erection. 

I understand that much extra ground has been set apart this year for the 
cultivation of sugar, in consequence of the demand in the North of Chit 
for this product. The Chinese method of pressing sugar is most rude; 
the cane is passed between two perpendicular granite cylinders, one being 
turned by oxen, give a motion to the other by means of cogs cut in the 
granite, and shod with hard wood ; the juice is thus expressed, and runs 
through a channel cut for that purpose into a large wooden tub, from 
which it is removed to the boiling-hut closely adjoining. ‘I’hese cylinders 
are not at all firmly fixed, depending altogether upon their weight to keep 
in position. I believe a company of Europeans, working one of the 
modern sugar-mills, might make a large profit, if the Chinese would con- 
seut to sell their crops when ready for cutting. ‘They cannot be induced 
to use the European sugar-mills themselves. Mescrs. Bradley and Co. 
imported one, but the natives refused to purchase or even to try it.

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OUR COMMERCIAL INTERESTS IN THE COREA. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 

Sit, —That portion of the report of Her Majesty's Consul at Newch- 
wang, descriptive of the triennial fairs that take place on the border line 
of Corea and China Proper, is certainly suggestive of the profits even- 
tually to be obtained by a direct trade between this country and the 
Corean peninsula, As the Coreans take from ,Chinese traders our 
manufactured cottons and opium, giving besides ginseng root, gold dust 
in exchange, it is evident that the materials exist for profitable intercourse, 
the population besides being both numerous and industrious. ‘The rela- 
tion of the Corea to the islands of the Indian Archipelago would render 
a settlement there extremely valuable ; not to speak of the large coasting 
trade that might be had with China. You advocated some time since the 
sending an embassy to this country. The present period would be pro- 
pitious; and itis to be hoped t he Government will give instructions 
to Sir Rutherford Alcock to organise an embassy at the first con- 
venient opportunity.— Yours, &e.

THE RUSSIANS IN CENTRAL ASIA. 


Tho following, having reference to the occupation of Tash- 
kent by the Russians, is from the avalide Russe :— 


‘Tashkent was occupied some time ago, in accordance with the expressed 
desire of the inhabitants. The latter, finding it impossible to shake off 
the yoke of Zadyk Kenisarin, a Khokand chief of mountaineers, who had 
made himself master of their quiet and industrious town, had repeatedly 
sent to General ‘Tehernayelf, soliciting his protection. ‘The general at 
first would not meddle the internab affairs of the Turkish tribes, 
although, as he was well aware, Russian exports to Tashkent had consi- 
derably fallen off in consequence of the ascendancy of Zadyk Kenisarin ; 
but when he found that the people of Tashkent, rather than submit to the 
arbitrary rule of their new master, were inviting the Emir of Bokhara tq 
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come and take possession of the town, he, very much against bis will, dis- 
covered the necessity of protecting his own interests in a more forcible 
way, and took Tashkent by storm. The Russian columns were headed 
by a priest, corrying aloft a crucifix, and the enemy, after some resistance, 
evacuated the place, The Russians had 25 men killed, 89 wounded, and 
28 bruised. This cecurred in the night of the 27th of June, and, as the 
Russian general hoped and trusted, was to be the last and concluding 
scene of his military activity in those parts. But the Emir of Bokhara, 
the proud chief of a fierce and fanatic tribe, resented the capture of the 
contested city as an insult offered to him and his race, and in most offen- 
sive language claimed Tashkent, which, it is true, had asked for his assist- 
ance a few weeks before, as a place to which he had a lawful title. His 
troops appeared at the same time in the neighbourhood of the city, and 
things looked as though he was going to vindicate his claim by force of 
arms. To have diplomatised with an Asiatic prince would have been use- 
Jess under these circumstances, and so the Russian general resolved to 
have recourse to reprisals without loss of time, The Bokhara merchants 
in Orenburg were placed under arrest, their goods sequestrated, and those 
on their way to Nijni Novgorod prevented from proceeding on their jour- 
ney. The Emir was visibly overawed by the energy of the Russian gene- 
sl, and in his intercourse with M. Tchernayeff began to observe again the 
ordinary forms of politeness, which he had neglected for atime. His 
troops have since been withdrawn, and his claims, it is possible, will be 
abandoned for good. Still, Russia must be on her guard. What if he 
only wishes to gain time, and prepare for making good his claim by supe- 
rior numbers? Russia has no more ardent desire than to be able to eva- 
cuate Tashkent and to restore the inhabitants to their former state of pros- 

rous and self-controlled independence ; but the necessary condition of 

er retreat is the abstinence of the Emir of Bokhara, A Russian force is 
being concentrated at Tashkent. The troops either cross the Caspian 
Sea, and, landing on its north-eastern shores, march through the steppe 
till they reach Lake Aral, when they embark again and proceed ii 
steamers to their destination ; or they come from Orenburg, and take 
water in a military port on the north-western shores of Lake Aral. Gene- 
ral Krishanowski, the Governor-General of Orenburg, has just instituted 
‘a municipal committee at the capital of his province to consider the ques- 
tion of establishing railway communication between that city and Samara, 
one of the principal harbours on the Volga. After the construction of t 
railway there would be a nearly continuous line of steam communication 
between the central provinces of Russia and Turkistan, the only gap 
‘occurring in the steppe on the eastern shores of the Caspian Sea, and 
being rather less than 500 miles. Bokhara ix a cotton-growing country, 
and sells large quantities of the article to Russia. 


























Monetary and Commercial. 





Ata mecting of the creditors of Messrs, Scott, Bell, and Co., 
held on the 31st ultimo, a statement of the affairs of the firm 
was submitted by the accountants, Messrs, Coleman, Turquand, 
Youngs, and Co. ‘The liabilities amount to £1,487,592, and 
the assets (which have been so computed as to allow a con- 
siderable margin for depreciation) are estimated at £1,515,329. 
Tis includes a Jarge sum due from Messrs. Dow and Co., of 
Shanghai, who will also be compelled to suspend, but whose 
estate, when realised, will probably be more than sufficient to 
meet all liabilitics, A paragraph which appeared in The Times 
City Article stating that Dow and Co’s suspension had preceded 
that of Scott, Bell, and Co., and implying that it had been in 
some measure the cause of the latter, was quite incorrect. It 
was resolved that Messrs, Scott, Bell, and Co.’s business should 
be wound up under inspection. 

The directurs of the Delhi and London Bank (Limited) have 
declared au interim dividend of 9 per cent. per annum for the 
half-year ending the 30th June last. 

The Royal Bank of Saxony has been founded at Dresden, 
with a provisional capital of £7,000,000, of which £1,500,000 
has been offered to the public, the subscription list having 
been opened for the purpose on the 28th ult. The houscs of 
Bleidwoeder and Maguus of Berlin, Oppenheim of Cologne, 
and Rothschild at Fiankfort, are represented in the direction. 
The bank is entitled to commence operations as soon as 20 per 
cent. of its capital is paid up. 

At the half-yearly meeting, on the 28th August, of the Bank 
of Australasia, the directors’ report, announcing the proposed 
payment in October next of a dividend and bonus at the rate 
of 14 percent. perannum, free of income-tax, was adopted. 
This allows £2. 16s, oneach old, and 2s, on cach new 
share. In future the old and new shares will stand on the same 
footing... 

It is announced that a call of £4 per share has been made 
on the shares of Overend, Gurney, and Co. (Limited), payable 
by the 22nd September, at the banking house of Messrs,

The Board of Trade Returns for the month and seven months 
ended the 31st July, are of a more favourable character than 
those presented for the past few months. Although the value 
of the exports is rather below that of the corresponding month 
last year, still the difference is but slight, and tends to show 
that the trade of the country is increasing, and tha commerce 
is ina sound condition. The total declared value of exports 
for the month of the present year was £14,113,410, against 
£14,394,364 in 1864, and £13,648,840 in 1863, which is a 
decline as compared with the former period of £280,954, but 
an increase over the latter of £464,570. For the seven months 
of the present year the total declared value was £88,242,048, 
against £92,441,950 in 1864, and £75,663,037 in 1863, which 
shows a decrease of £4,199,902, compared with 1864, and an in- 
crease of £12,579,011 contrasted with 1863. The chief changes 
have been an increase in the exportation of alkali, gunpowder, 
beer and ale, coals and culm, cotton yarn, cotton manufactures, 
haberdashery and millinery, hardware and cutlery, linen manu- 
factures, metals, seed oil, silk manufactures, and woollen and 
worsted manufactures. But there has been a decrease in linen 
yarn, machinery, thrown silk, wool, and woollen and worsted 
yarn, In imported articles the increase has been in raw cotton, 
flax, and hemp, guano, flaxseed and linseed, tallow, cocoa, 
coffee, spirits, unrefined sugar, tea, and tobacco. And the falling 
off in leather manufactures, paper, raw silk, wool, woollen 
manufactures, and wine. Our trade with the Far East is re- 
presented in these returns, as far as distinctively classed, by the
